German Oil 
Believed Cut 
by One-Third 


By QLADWIN HILL 
London, June 28 W— Capitaliz- 


ing on lessons Icnrned in Tunisia, 
when the Nazi wnr machine col- 
lapsed in a welter of stalled trucks 
and grounded planes due to mi oil 
shortage, the Allies ore making an 
all-out effort to speed Germany's 
final surrender by again draining 
away her military lifeblopd. . 


Allied air chiefs directing 
this 


campaign say there already Is an 
"acute shortage" of oil in 
Ger- 


many, but beyond this they will not 
go in assessing the situation. 


Britain's ministry of 
economic 


warfare, however, has 
estimated 


that German oil production 
has 


been cut to one-third of maximum 
and that the Nazi army is getting 
less than half the oil it requires for 
normal operaions — let alone the 
present tremendous defensive 
ef- 


fort it is facing on all fronts. 


Since that information 
became 


available the Allied air forces have 
dealt some of their heaviest blows 
against enemy oil production. 


On June 20 American daylight 


bombers hit 12 German oil plants 
in a raid which the 
U. S. army 


air forces describe as one of.the 
two heaviest blows they have lev- 
elled against the German war • ef- 
fort to date. 


Last Friday and Saturday Medi-

5th Army Is 
Near Port of 
Livorno

Rome, June 28 —(IP)— San Vin- 


cenzo, only 32 miles below the big 
port of Livorno on the Italian west 
coast, was wrested from the Ger- 
mans after a bitter .house-to-house 
battle that lased for several hours 
last night, and today the Flfi|, 
Army was reported 
.slugging 
its 


way steadily forward. 


San Vincenzo had been convert- 


ed Into a fortress by the Nazis, who 
had evacuated all civilians, 
then 


erected barricades and wire 
en- 


tanglements. 


Farther inland an American arm- 


ored force continued to roll back 
stubborn enemy resistance and oc-

Supported by Italian

tured the town of Sasseta,

miles northeast of San Vincenzo, 
despite Its defense by elements of 
the German 17th SS division, identi- 
fied in that sector 
for the 
first 


time. 


Other enemy units were mopped 


up in the village of Belvedere, be- 
low Chiusdino and Travale, while 
the French, who advanced to the 
vicinity of San Quirico D'Orcia, 22 
miles southeast of Siena on high- 
way two, beat 
back 
repeated 


enemy counterattacks. 


The Eighth Army continued 
to 


move forward slowly against fierce 
opposition at the main points of the 
attack. West and southwest of Lake 
Trasimeno, 
the British captured 


the towns of Gioiella 
and 
Porto. 


Gioiella, four and a 
half 
miles 


southwest of Castiglione, 
on 
the 


west shore of the lake, fell to 
a 


tank force only after a six hour bat- 
tle. Limited gains were made on 
the east side of the lake, where the 
enemy was

force. 


Five miles north of Perugia the 


Eighth Army climaxed a

War Contract 
Law Flayed 
by Norrell 


Washington, 
June 
2V, — l;l'l — 


Under the new war contract rene- 
gotiation law the nation may "sus- 
tain enormous losses," says Rep- 
resentative W. F. Norrell, of Ar- 
kansas, "because of the failure to 
properly safeguard the interests of 
the government, the taxpayers and 
war contractors." 


The new law provides that con- 


tracts may be settled immediately 
after hostilities cease through 
a 


new office of "conh-acl termina- 
tion" in order to provide industry 


with funds to enter civilian pro- 
duction. 


It is provided that war contract- 


ors shall 
get 90 per cent of the 


amount they claim with the bal- 
ance to be paid after the claim is 
checked. 


Norrell complained that an un- 


successful amendment to the leg- 
islation, providing that all termi- 
nated contracts should be audited 
by the government's general 
ac- 


counting office, would have gone a 
long way to guaranteeing just set- 
tlement of claims. 


"It is true," Norrell commented 


in the Congressional Record, "that 
the bill 
provides that in case of 


fraud the general accounting office 
shall, make audits of such 1'raudu- 
•lent claims, if they exjst. 


"However, sometimes it serves 


no useful purpose to audit a fraud- 
ulent claim after full and final pay- 


mcnl has been made. Criminal li; 
ability would exist, but 11 might 
be impossible lo recover the funds 
and, 
if recoverable, .the -govern- 


ment would 
have lo go to great 


effort and expense." 


. The amendment Norrell has fav- 
orccl and which was defeated, he 
said, would have allowed Ihc im- 
mediate advancement of funds to 
industry to return to civilian pro- 
duction but would have required 
the general accounting office audit 
within six months after contract 
termination before the • scUlcnient 
would become final.

German Oil 
Believed Cut 
by One-Third 


By QLADWIN HILL 
London, June 28 W— Capitaliz- 


ing on lessons Icnrned in Tunisia, 
when the Nazi wnr machine col- 
lapsed in a welter of stalled trucks 
and grounded planes due to mi oil 
shortage, the Allies ore making an 
all-out effort to speed Germany's 
final surrender by again draining 
away her military lifeblopd. . 


Allied air chiefs directing 
this 


campaign say there already Is an 
"acute shortage" of oil in 
Ger- 


many, but beyond this they will not 
go in assessing the situation. 


Britain's ministry of 
economic 


warfare, however, has 
estimated 


that German oil production 
has 


been cut to one-third of maximum 
and that the Nazi army is getting 
less than half the oil it requires for 
normal operaions — let alone the 
present tremendous defensive 
ef- 


fort it is facing on all fronts. 


Since that information 
became 


available the Allied air forces have 
dealt some of their heaviest blows 
against enemy oil production. 


On June 20 American daylight 


bombers hit 12 German oil plants 
in a raid which the 
U. S. army 


air forces describe as one of.the 
two heaviest blows they have lev- 
elled against the German war • ef- 
fort to date. 


Last Friday and Saturday Medi- 


terranean-based bombers attacked

5th Army Is

Livorno

Rome, June 28 —(IP)— San Vin- 


cenzo, only 32 miles below the big 
port of Livorno on the Italian west 
coast, was wrested from the Ger- 
mans after a bitter .house-to-house 
battle that lased for several hours 
last night, and today the Flfi|, 
Army was reported 
.slugging 
its 


way steadily forward. 


San Vincenzo had been convert- 


ed Into a fortress by the Nazis, who 
had evacuated all civilians, 
then 


erected barricades and wire

tanglements. 


Farther inland an American arm-

for the 
first 


time. 


Other enemy units were mopped 


up in the village of Belvedere, be- 
low Chiusdino and Travale, while 
the French, who advanced to the 
vicinity of San Quirico D'Orcia, 22 
miles southeast of Siena on high- 
way two, beat 
back 
repeated 


enemy counterattacks. 


The Eighth Army continued 
to 


move forward slowly against fierce 
opposition at the main points of the 
attack. West and southwest of Lake 
Trasimeno, 
the British captured 


the towns of Gioiella 
and 
Porto. 


Gioiella, four and a 
half 
miles 


southwest of Castiglione, 
on 
the 


west shore of the lake, fell to 
a 


tank force only after a six hour bat- 
tle. Limited gains were made on 
the east side of the lake, where the

War Contract 
Law Flayed 
by Norrell 


Washington, 
June 
2V, — l;l'l — 


Under the new war contract rene- 
gotiation law the nation may "sus- 
tain enormous losses," says Rep- 
resentative W. F. Norrell, of Ar- 
kansas, "because of the failure to 
properly safeguard the interests of 
the government, the taxpayers and 
war contractors." 


The new law provides that con- 


tracts may be settled immediately 
after hostilities cease through 
a 


new office of "conh-acl termina- 
tion" in order to provide industry 


with funds to enter civilian pro- 
duction. 


It is provided that war contract- 


ors shall 
get 90 per cent of the 


amount they claim with the bal- 
ance to be paid after the claim is 
checked. 


Norrell complained that an un- 


successful amendment to the leg- 
islation, providing that all termi- 
nated contracts should be audited 
by the government's general 
ac- 


counting office, would have gone a 
long way to guaranteeing just set- 
tlement of claims. 


"It is true," Norrell commented 


in the Congressional Record, "that 
the bill 
provides that in case of 


fraud the general accounting office 
shall, make audits of such 1'raudu- 
•lent claims, if they exjst. 


"However, sometimes it serves 


no useful purpose to audit a fraud- 
ulent claim after full and final pay- 


mcnl has been made. Criminal li; 
ability would exist, but 11 might 
be impossible lo recover the funds 
and, 
if recoverable, .the -govern- 


ment would 
have lo go to great 


effort and expense." 


. The amendment Norrell has fav- 
orccl and which was defeated, he 
said, would have allowed Ihc im- 
mediate advancement of funds to 
industry to return to civilian pro- 
duction but would have required 
the general accounting office audit 
within six months after contract 
termination before the • scUlcnient 
would become final. 


"I feel that this nation may :sus-
